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AN  EXHIBITION  OF  THE  WORKS  OF 
THOMAS  HUMPHREY  PAGET 


On  selected  evenings  during  April  the  Royal  Mint  invited  certain  guests  to  view 
an  exhibition  of  the  work  of  Thomas  Humphrey  Paget  (1893-1974). 

Those  of  us  in  the  numismatic  world  who  were  privileged  to  see  the  original 
plasters,  coins,  medals,  seals  and  drawings  could  not  but  admire  the  sheer  technical 
brilliance  and  the  prolific  output  of  this  outstanding  artist. 

Paget’s  first  notable  success  was  in  the  drawings  for  a  medal  to  be  awarded  to  the 
nurses  at  the  Bristol  Royal  Infirmary.  His  portrait  of  the  Prince  of  Wales,  on  a  medal 
commissioned  in  1935  for  the  Honourable  Company  of  Master  iVlariners  was  widely 
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admired  and  it  was  Paget’s  model  which  was  accepted  for  the  coinage  head  of  Edward 
VIII  in  1936.  His  rendering  of  the  “Golden  Hinde”,  originally  made  as  a  pattern  for 
the  halfcrown  of  Edward  VIII,  and  which  eventually  found  its  place  on  the  halfpenny 
until  decimalization  enjoyed  wide  admiration  as  a  coin  type.  His  portrait  of  George  VI 
has  been  described  as  the  classic  coinage  head  of  the  twentieth  century. 

Between  the  end  of  the  war  and  his  death  in  1974  he  designed  seals,  medals  and 
coins  for  the  United  Kingdom,  and  various  Commonwealth  and  foreign  governments, 
one  of  his  most  successful  designs  being  the  Rhodes  crown  ol  1953  which  incor¬ 
porated  so  many  diverse  elements  in  a  space  of  only  13  inches  that  it  must  be  con¬ 
sidered  a  numismatic  triumph. 

A  feature  of  his  work,  so  strongly  evident  at  the  exhibition  is  the  superb  quality 
of  the  original  plaster  models,  in  themselves  masterpieces  of  the  sculptor’s  art.  Few 
artists  have  attained  that  balance  so  vital  for  a  successful  coin— a  bold  design  coupled 
with  restrained  depth  and  a  clear  and  practical  understanding  of  the  technical  con¬ 
straints  that  coinage  work  necessarily  imposes  on  the  artist. 

We  congratulate  the  Royal  Mint  on  this  presentation  and  express  the  hope  that 
at  some  time  in  the  future  exhibitions  of  this  kind  may  be  made  available  to  a  wider 
audience. — P.F.P. 

COINS  AND  HISTORY 
ALEXANDER  THE  GREAT  336-323  B.C.

A  Tetradrachm  of  Alexander  the  Great  struck  at  Babylon 

No  true  collector  of  ancient  coins  can  be  entirely  divorced  from  the  history  of  the 
particular  period  or  periods  that  he  has  chosen  to  collect.  Indeed,  the  coins  them¬ 
selves  more  often  than  not  refer  to  specific  incidents  in  ancient  history  and  in  some 
cases  are  the  only  evidence  of  events  or  personalities  recorded  or  not  recorded  as  the 
case  may  be  by  ancient  historians.  I  hope  that  the  series  of  profiles  that  I  intend  to 
write  in  the  next  few  months  will  be  of  interest  to  collectors  of  ancient  coins  especially 
to  those  who  do  not  have  time  to  devote  to  the  reading  of  the  copious  biographies  and 
histories  available  of  some  of  the  principal  characters  of  ancient  times. 

Alexander  III,  called  the  Great  was  born  at  Pella  in  the  Autumn  of  356  B.C.  He 
was  the  son  of  Philip  II  of  Macedon  and  Olympias  and  was  able  to  trace  his  descent, 
through  his  mother,  to  Achilles.  Amongst  his  early  tutors  was  Aristotle  whose 
teachings  were  responsible  for  the  shaping  of  his  character  and  under  whose  influence 
he  remained  throughout  his  life.  At  the  age  of  sixteen  he  was  entrusted  with  the 
government  of  Macedonia  during  his  father’s  absence,  and  ascended  the  throne  on  the 
latters  assassination  in  336  B.c.  At  once  he  found  himself  surrounded  by  enemies. 
Faced  with  this  situation  he  needed  to  act  swiftly  in  order  to  retain  his  throne.  This  he 
did  and  promptly  seized  and  executed  Attalus,  one  of  his  father’s  generals,  who  had 
been  sent  into  Asia  by  Parmenion1,  and  was  conspiring  against  him.  Then  he  marched 
south  with  incredible  speed;  the  rapidity  of  his  advance  stunned  his  adversaries,  all 
of  whom  capitulated  without  resistance. 
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Alexander  then  returned  northwards  to  subdue  the  Illyrians  and  the  Taulantii  and 
whilst  he  was  engaged  upon  this  task  reports  of  this  death  began  to  circulate  in  Greece 
and  on  the  strength  of  this  intelligence  Thebes  revolted.  Unfortunately  for  the 
Thebians  the  rumours  proved  false  and  Alexander,  after  a  series  of  forced  marches, 
arrived,  took  the  city  by  assault  and  raised  it  to  the  ground,  slaughtering  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  in  the  process.  This  incident  was  effective  in  discouraging  any  other  cities  from  a 
similar  course  of  action. 

Having  previously  been  elected  to  lead  the  expedition  against  the  Persians, 
Alexander  now  directed  all  his  energies  towards  it  and  in  the  spring  of  334  B.c.  he 
crossed  the  Hellespont  with  an  army  of  approximately  thirty-five  thousand  men. 
The  Persian  king  Darius,  who  was  entirely  lacking  in  military  experience,  consider¬ 
ably  swelled  the  ranks  of  his  army  by  enlisting  the  service  of  Greek  mercenaries.  The 
first  engagement  between  the  two  took  place  on  the  banks  of  the  Granicus,  where  the 
Persians  attempted  to  prevent  Alexander  from  crossing.  Darius  ignored  the  advice  of 
his  most  able  general  and  formidable  opponent  of  Alexander,  Memncn,  which  was  to 
withdraw  and  employ  a  scorched  earth  policy. 

This  refusal  to  take  sound  advice  almost  certainly  resulted  in  Darius’  defeat  and 
the  death  of  Memnon  in  the  following  year  left  the  scales  firmly  tipped  in  Alexander’s 
favour. 

In  333  B.c.  Alexander  was  joined  at  Gordium  by  re-enforcements  from  Macedonia 
and  he  commenced  his  second  campaign.  He  marched  through  Asia  Minor — which  he 
had  just  conquered — into  Cilicia  and  then  to  Tarsus.  Meanwhile  Darius  had  amassed 
a  vast  army  of  over  half  a  million  men;  but  instead  of  waiting  for  Alexander  to  advance 
into  the  wide  plain  of  Soli,  Darius  moved  his  forces  to  the  narrow  plain  of  Issus.  Thus 
he  vacated  a  position  whereby  victory  was  possible,  in  favour  of  a  situation  where 
defeat  was  certain.  The  battle  of  Issus  which  decided  the  fate  of  the  Persian  empire 
was  fought  towards  the  close  of  333  B.c.  and  resulted  in  a  decisive  victory  for  Alexan¬ 
der.  Darius  fled,  but  his  family  were  captured  and  treated  with  great  consideration  by 
Alexander. 

Instead  of  pursuing  Darius,  Alexander  decided  to  conquer  Phoenicia.  This 
decision  was  made  largely  because  the  Phoenicians  possessed  a  large  and.  powerful 
Naval  force  which  constantly  threatened  to  attack  the  Greek  coast  and  Macedonia. 
The  majority  of  Phoenician  Cities  surrendered  on  his  approach  with  the  exception  of 
Tyre,  which  only  fell  after  a  seige  lasting  seven  months.  Next  came  Egypt,  where 
Alexander  again  encountered  no  resistance,  the  Egyptian  acquienscence  being  largely 
influenced  by  their  hatred  of  the  Persians.  During  his  residence  the  famous  city  of 
Alexandria  was  founded,  one  of  eighteen  cities  of  that  name  to  be  founded  by  him.  In 
the  Spring  of  331  b.c.  he  set  out  once  more  to  meet  Darius  who  had  been  busy  re¬ 
cruiting  another  army.  Alexander’s  route  this  time  took  him  through  Phoenicia  and 
Syria  to  the  Euphrates.  From  there  he  proceeded  through  Mesopotamia  and  crossed 
the  Tigris.  There,  on  the  plains  of  Gaugamela  he  encountered  the  immense  army  of 
Darius  estimated  to  have  numbered  more  than  a  million  men.  The  battle  was  fought 
in  October  331  B.c.  and  once  again  the  Persians  suffered  an  overwhelming  defeat. 
Darius  fled  to  Ecbatana,  thereby  leaving  Alexander  undisputed  master  of  Asia. 

Regrettably,  Alexander’s  subsequent  behaviour  seems  inconsistent  with  his 
greatness  as  a  general  and  Aristotle’s  teachings.  He  became  the  typical  Asiatic  despot, 
assuming  Persian  customs ’and  was  prone  to  loss  of  control  and  unforgivable  excess. 
At  length  he  marched  to  Babylon,  Susa  and  Persepolis,  all  of  which  surrendered 
without  resistance;  and  in  330  B.c.  he  marched  from  Persepolis  into  Media,  where 
Darius  had  assembled  yet  another  army.  This  time,  however,  Darius  fled  on  Alexan¬ 
der’s  approach  but  before  Alexander  had  time  to  catch  him  he  was  murdered  by 
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Bessus,  a  satrap  of  Bactria.  Darius  was  buried  in  the  tombs  of  the  Persian  Kings  on 
Alexander’s  orders,  who  then  entered  into  negotiations  with  the  remains  of  Darius’ 
army.  The  result  was  a  free  pardon  for  all  concerned  and  many  soldiers  joining  the 
ranks  of  Alexander.  Meanwhile  Bessus  had  escaped  into  Bactria  having  assumed  the 
title  “King  of  Persia”. 

From  Zadracarta,  the  capital  of  Parthia,  Alexander  set  off  in  pursuit  of  Bessus, 
leaving  Satibarzanes,  a  former  governor  of  Parthia,  in  charge.  Not  much  time- 
elapsed,  however,  before  he  learnt  that  Satibarzanes  had  instigated  a  revolt.  By  an 
incredible  series  of  forced  marches,  for  which  by  this  time  he  was  well  known,  he 
returned  to  Zadracarta  in  two  days;  the  satrap  had  prudently  vanished  and  a  new 
governor  was  appointed.  Instead  ot  retracing  his  steps  to  Bactria,  Alexander  decided 
to  subdue  the  South  East  of  Areia  and  accordingly  advanced  into  the  country  of  the 
Drangae  and  Sarangae.  Having  completed  this  task  in  330  b.c.,  he  crossed  the 
mountains  of  the  Paropamisus  in  the  following  year  and  marched  into  Bactria  to 
continue  his  fight  with  Bessus.  Bessus,  on  Alexander’s  approach,  fled,  but  was 
betrayed  and  captured  and  suffered  an  agonising  death. 

In  the  Spring  of  328  B.c.  Alexander  crossed  the  Oxus  to  complete  the  subjugation 
of  Sogdiana  but  was  unable  to  accomplish  his  task  before  winter.  He  was  thus 
obliged  to  set  up  winter  quarters  at  Nautaca,  and  in  the  beginning  ot  the  following 
year  he  captured  a  mountain  fortress  in  which  a  Bactrian  prince  had  hidden  his  wife 
and  daughters.  One  of  these  daughters  named  Roxana  was  so  beautiful  that  Alexander 
made  her  his  wife.  The  act  of  marrying  one  of  his  eastern  subjects  was  in  complete 
accordance  with  his  policies.  He  then  marched  into  Bactria  to  prepare  tor  the  in¬ 
vasion  of  India  and  during  his  preparations  another  plot  was  discovered  which  he 
dealt  with  in  his  customary  efficient  manner.  It  was  not  until  late  in  327  b.c.  that  he 
left  Bactria,  crossed  the  Indus  and  entered  the  Punjab.  Taxilas  was  the  name  of  the 
king  who  held  the  territory  to  the  East  of  the  Indus  and  he  surrendered  without  a 
fight  and  in  fact  Alexander  did  not  encounter  any  resistance  until  he  reached  the 
Hydaspes.  There  on  the  opposite  bank  stood  Porus,  an  Indian  King  who  was  waiting 
for  him  with  an  army  of  elephants.  Alexander  managed  to  cross  the  river  unseen  and 
eventually  defeated  Porus  despite  a  gallant  resistance  from  the  latter.  In  view  ot 
Porus’  courage,  Alexander  restored  him  to  his  throne  and  treated  him  with  honour. 
Next  he  advance  to  the  Acesines  which  he  crossed  and  from  there  to  the  Iiydraotes  in 
order  to  attack  another  king  named  Porus.  1  his  king,  however,  fled  and  his  lands  were 
given  to  his  namesake  w'hom  Alexander  had  already  conquered.  After  numerous  other 
engagements,  he  found  himself  at  the  Hyphasis  which  he  prepared  to  cross.  At  this 
point,  however,  his  army  had  had  enough.  Despite  all  his  efforts  to  persuade  them  to 
continue,  his  soldiers  insisted  that  he  led  them  back:  this  w*as  late  in  the  Autumn  ot 
327  B.c.  He  sailed  dowm  the  Hydaspes,  virtually  trouble-free  except  from  an  engage¬ 
ment  with  people  called  the  Alali,  when  he  wras  severely  w;ounded. 

Where  the  Acesines  and  the  Indus  met,  he  founded  a  city  and  then  sent  approxi¬ 
mately  one  third  of  his  army,  under  Craterus,  into  Carmania,  via  the  country  ot  the 
Arachoti  and  Drangae,  whilst  he  himself  continued  down  the  Indus;  and  is  said  to  have 
reached  it’s  mouth  in  about  the  middle  ot  326  B.c.  Nearchus  was  instructed  to  sail  the 
fleet  along  the  coast  w7hile  Alexander  marched  through  Gedrosia  eventually  arii\ing 
at  Pura.  From  Pura  he  reached  Carman,  the  capital  of  Carmania,  where  he  was  re¬ 
united  with  Craterus  and  Nearchus.  Eventually  he  reached  Susa  where  he  allowed 
himself  and  his  weary  army  to  rest. 

He  wras  faithful  to  his  plan  of  moulding  his  European  and  Asiatic  subjects  into  one 
people;  he  took  another  wife  and  rewarded  all  Macedonians  who  married  Asiatic 
women.  He  even  assigned  wives  to  eighty  of  his  generals,  giving  them  away  with 
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handsome  dowries.  The  Macedonians,  however,  did  not  appreciate  his  placing  the 
Persians  on  an  equal  footing  with  themselves  and  consequently  disturbances  broke 
out.  Alexander  dismissed  ten  thousand  of  his  veterans  and  sent  them  back  to  Europe 
under  Craterus.  It  was  Alexander’s  profound  ambition  to  make  Babylon  the  capital  of 
his  empire.  In  the  Spring  of  324  B.c.  he  arrived  there  and  started  preparations  for  the 
conquest  of  Arabia.  However,  before  he  was  able  to  implement  any  of  his  plans,  he 
succumbed  to  a  fever  and  died  after  an  illness  of  only  eleven  days,  in  323  b.c.,  at  the 
age  of  thirty-two. 

Tarmenion  was  a  distinguished  general  in  the  service  of  Philip  II. 

THE  COMPARATIVE  RARITY  OF  CEYLON 
“ELEPHANT”  DUMPS

It  is  difficult  to  determine  the  rarity  of  individual  coins  in  the  Ceylon  dump  series 
as  there  is  at  present  no  reliable  guide. 

A  glance  through  any  of  the  current  catalogues  will  show  that  any  one  of  these 
coins  is  as  likely  to  be  undervalued  as  overvalued.  Major  Pridmore  in  his  excellent 
work  “The  Coins  of  the  British  Commonwealth  of  Nations”  makes  no  attempt  at 
determining  the  rarity  of  individual  coins  except  for  the  occasional  comment  on  very 
rare  pieces.  The  only  minting  figures  available  are  for  bulk  quantities  with  no  indica¬ 
tion  of  the  number  struck  each  year. 

In  1956  R.  Nott  made  some  attempt  to  analyse  this  series  from  an  examination  of 
the  coins  in  his  own  collection  and  those  in  the  British  Museum.  The  results  of  his 
studies  were  published  in  the  “ Bulletin ”  1956  pp.  223-224  and  pp.  353-354.  An 
attempt  has  now  been  made  to  determine  the  rarity  of  each  coin  through  a  study  of 
coin  lists  and  sale  catalogues  covering  the  past  twenty  years.  Clearly  this  cannot  be  a 
totally  accurate  list  as  some  coins  offered  during  this  period  must  have  been  missed 
and  others  may  have  been  offered  more  than  once  (although  where  this  is  obvious 
allowance  has  been  made).  The  quantity  offered  over  such  a  long  period  gives  the 
basis  for  some  sound  analysis.  To  these  details  I  have  added  supplementary  informa¬ 
tion  from  my  own  collection  and  other  sources.  This  is  particularly  important  in  the 
copper  series  as  fewer  of  these  have  been  offered  than  the  silver,  not  always  because 
they  are  scarcer  but  because  they  are  less  attractive  to  offer  than  the  silver  and  there¬ 
fore  appear  less  often  in  the  sales  lists.  The  outcome  is,  I  think,  a  fairly  reliable  guide 
to  the  rarity  of  each  “Elephant”  dump  which  I  hope  will  be  of  some  benefit  to  collectors 
of  this  coinage. 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  classify  minor  varieties.  I  have  taken  the  liberty  of 
giving  rarity  classifications  in  the  same  style  as  Seabys  English  Silver  Coins  and  as  all 
of  these  coins  are  now  rather  difficult  to  find  I  have,  with  one  exception,  given  a 
scarce  rating  for  those  most  easily  found. 

The  first  column  shows  the  number  of  each  coin  found,  the  second  and  third 
show  Nott’s  quantities  and  the  British  Museum  and  the  last  column  shows  the 
suggested  rarity.

These  figures  suggest  that  1808  is  marginally  the  more  common  date.  This  denomina¬ 
tion  is  somewhat  scarcer  than  either  the  48  or  24  stivers  due  to  the  fact  that  they  were 
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only  issued  in  these  two  years.  (The  cast  forgery  of  1803,  although  hardly  within  the 
scope  of  this  survey,  has  been  offered  once  and  probably  rates  R5  or  RB,  neither  Nott 
nor  the  B.M.  having  a  specimen).

Nott  records  1805  as  a  very  rare  date,  but  it  seems  no  more  difficult  to  obtain  than 
1803.  In  fact  I  have  both  Pridmore  varieties  of  1805  but  only  one  of  1803.  The  48 
stivers  of  1808  and  1809  are,  together  with  the  same  dates  of  24  stivers,  the  commonest 
and  most  easy  to  obtain  in  the  silver  series.

Nott  records  1803  as  a  rare  date,  a  statement  which  is  supported  by  these  figures. 
The  24  stivers  of  1805  is  one  of  the  great  rarities  of  the  series  and  is  possibly  as  rare  as 
any  of  the  coins  with  the  elephant  right.  I  can  trace  only  one  offered  over  the  past 
twenty  years  and  it  is  the  only  date  I  have  been  unable  to  obtain  for  my  own  collection. 
This  date  was  not  recorded  by  Atkins  in  his  “Colonial  Coins”  (1889)  but  he  did  know 
of  the  48  stivers  with  the  elephant  right.

Roman  London  evidence  unearthed.  Important  evidence  of  early  Roman  occupation  oi 
London  is  being  brought  up  by  “diggers”  working  under  the  direction  ot  the  Guildhall  Museum 
on  a  bomb  site  north  of  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral.  Coins  of  Vespasian  have  been  found  and  an  im¬ 
portant  discovery  of  fine  imported  Nerconian  ware.  Beam  slots  indicating  the  presence  ot  1st 
Century  A.D.  timber  buildings  have  also  been  traced.  The  structures,  said  Mr.  Brian  Hobley, 
chief  urban  archaeologist  of  the  Guildhall  Museum,  are  not  tar  trom  the  Ciipplegate  tort  an 
might  be  of  a  military  nature.  At  another  site  at  Jewry  Street,  near  Aldgate,  weekend  digging 
has  produced  masses  of  Flavian  pottery  which  may  yield  signs  of  still  earlier  occupation  at  lower 
levels. — Daily  Telegraph,  29 th  April,  1975. 


Campion  Roman  finds.  Eighteen  members  of  Bampton  and  District  Numismatic  Society 
raid  a  Sunday  visit  to  a  farm  at  Astall  Leigh,  the  site  of  a  Roman  settlement.  They  were  invited 
to  search  in  the  field  for  Roman  coins  and  ten  were  found.  One  was  a  rare  piece  with  a  portrait 
of  Theodora,  struck  after  her  death.  She  was  the  step-daughter  of  Maximianus  and  was  the 
second  wife  of  Constantine  I.  The  date  of  the  coin  was  337 -MO. —Wiltshire  Gazette  &  Herald, 
20 th  March,  1975. 


Behind  the  Coin  Lag  in  Sweden.  Stockholm  (IHT)— Some  200  million  coins,  ranging 
from  the  copper  5-ore  piece  to  the  silver-alloy  5-crown  coin,  were  minted  in  1 974,  all  bearing 
the  date  of  1973  The  chances  are  that  all  the  coinage  of  1975  will  also  be  dated  that  year.  \\  hen 
nonagenarian  King  Gustaf  VI  Adolf  died  in  September,  1973,  no  coinage  had  been  designed 
for  his  grandson  and  successor,  Carl  XVI  Gustaf.  The  Royal  Mint  decided,  lor  reasons  of  piety, 
that  all  future  coins  bearing  the  face  or  monogram  of  the  late  monarch  would  be  dated  1  <3, 
until  a  new  line  of  coins  had  been  designed  and  minted.  A  national  contest  has  been  launched, 
inviting  designs  for  the  coins  of  the  reign  of  Carl  XVI  Gustaf.  Entries  are  to  be  submitted  before 
M ay  5.

B.A.N.S.  CONGRESS,  1975 
Report  by  Robert  Seaman,  the  Congress  Secretary 

The  annual  congress  of  the  British  Association  of 
Numismatic  Societies  was  held  at  Whitelands  College., 
London,  S.W.15,  from  4th  to  6th  April,  1975.  The  hosts 
were  The  Royal  Numismatic  Society,  The  British 
Numismatic  Society  and  the  London  Numismatic  Club. 
More  than  100  delegates  representing  numismatic 
societies  and  clubs  from  all  parts  of  England,  and  from 
Scotland,  were  present. 

The  proceedings  opened  with  a  reception  at  the 
Royal  Mint,  Tower  Hill,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Deputy 
Master.  An  exhibition  relating  to  the  work  of  Humphrey 
Paget,  designer  for  more  than  fifty  years  and  who  died  in 
1974,  was  arranged  and  an  address  of  welcome  was  given 
by  Mr.  A.  J.  Dowling,  O.B.E.,  D.F.C.,  on  behalf  of  the 
Deputy  Master.  After  Mr.  Dowling’s  welcome,  dele¬ 
gates  were  given  an  hour  or  more  to  look  at  the  many 
items  on  view,  before  returning  to  Whitelands  for  dinner. 

Following  the  official  opening  on  Saturday  morning 
by  the  President  of  B.A.N.S.,  Dr.  John  Kent,  was  a  talk 
by  Mr.  Howard  Linecar.  Mr.  Linecar  spoke  about  the 
exhibition  arranged'  by  the  Congress  organisers  at 
Whitelands,  to  mark  the  150th  anniversary  of  the 
inauguration  of  the  Stockton  and  Darlington  Railway. 
The  exhibition,  which  was  open  for  the  whole  of  Satur¬ 
day  and  part  of  Sunday,  contained  many  medallions, 
passes  and  other  items  of  interest  to  collectors  and 
Air.  Linecar’s  talk  enabled  viewers  to  have  a  much 
better  understanding  of  the  exhibits. 

After  coffee,  Mr.  Stewart  Lyon  read  a  paper  entitled 
“The  Development  of  the  Anglo-  Saxon  Currency”.  His 
paper  was  supported  by  broadsheets,  which  provided 
newcomers  to  the  Anglo-Saxon  series  with  a  useful 
introductory  guide.  But  the  main  purpose  of  the  paper 
was  to  examine  the  use  of  money  in  the  eighth,  ninth  and 
tenth  centuries,  the  circulation  involved  and  the  reasons 
for  substantial  changes  in  weight;  in  one  instance  the 
change  being  within  the  currency  of  a  type.  Mr.  Lyon 
also  touched  upon  the  regional  variations  in  weight  and 
style. 

On  Saturday  afternoon.  Dr.  Philip  Whitting  opened 
proceedings  with  an  illustrated  talk  on  “Sassanian 
Coins  and  their  Relations  with  the  Romans”.  This  paper, 
dealing  with  coins  in  issue  in  Persia  from  the  third  to 
seventh  centuries,  introduced  a  new  aspect  of  numis¬ 
matics  to  many  of  those  present.  Dr.  Whitting’s  easy-to- 
listen-to  approach,  coupled  with  excellent  slides, 
enabled  all  present  to  have  a  good  understanding  of 
Sassanian  coins. 

The  final  speaker  on  Saturday  was  Mr.  Alex  Stone, 
whose  subject  was  “Some  Aspects  of  the  Study  of 
Campaign  Medals”.  Mr.  Stone’s  talk,  supported  by 
colour  slides,  took  the  form  of  a  brief  journey  through 
the  issue  of  British  campaign  medals  from  the  late  1840’s 
to  the  present  time.  Fie  gave  useful  hints  on  collecting 
and  pointed  out  that  every  named  medal  was  unique 
and  could,  with  research,  be  made  to  tell  a  story.  The 
Congress  Dinner  was  held  at  Whitelands  on  Saturday 
evening  and  B.A.N.S.  had  as  its  guests  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Dowling,  Air.  and  Mrs.  G.  C.  Haines  and  Air.  G.  P. 
Dyer. 

The  first  paper  on  Sunday  morning  was  by  Mr. 
Andrew  Oddy,  of  the  British  Museum’s  Research 
Laboratories,  who  spoke  on  “Specific  Gravity  and  Gold 
Coinages”.  Mr.  Oddy  mentioned  the  various  ways  in 
which  it  is  possible  to  ascertain  the  metal  content  of 
gold,  some  of  which  are  unsuitable  when  dealing  with 
rare  coins.  Fie  then  explained  in  detail  the  method  of 
specific  gravity  and  showed  charts  giving  the  results  of 
tests  carried  out  on  ancient  British  coins  and  coins  of  the 
same  period  struck  in  Europe.  The  final  paper  which 
followed  was  by  Mr.  George  Berry,  who  gave  a  most 
interesting  chat  about  Pepys’  London  and  illustrated 
his  talk  with  slides  of  the  pubs  and  coffee  houses  and 
their  tokens,  where  Pepys  was  known  to  have  visited. 

Although  some  delegates  had  to  commence  their 
journeys  back  after  lunch,  a  party  did  join  the  river 
trip  to  Greenwich,  visiting  the  National  Maritime 
Museum  and  the  Cutty  Sark,  on  Sunday  afternoon. 
I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Congress  was  a  success 
and  all  those  present  now  look  forward  to  the  1976 
Congress,  which  it  is  hoped  will  take  place  in  Canterbury.

Medals  for  Navy  Mine  Experts.  Two  Royal  Navy  mine  clearance  experts  have  been 
awarded  the  Queen's  Gallantry  Medal  for  disposing  of  a  dangerous  world  war  two  mine  last 
August  old  Felixstowe.  The  awards  go  to  Lt.  Brian  Dutton,  43,  of  the  Portsmouth  and  Medway 
clearance  diving  team,  and  Leading  Seaman  Brian  Brett,  26,  of  the  Portsmouth  and  Medway 
explosive  disposal  team.  The  two  men  were  called  to  the  Solent,  a  suction  dredger  moored  off 
Felixstowe,  to  investigate  a  mine  jammed  in  the  vessel’s  drag  head.  It  took  them  five  hours  to 
remove  and  detonate  the  Ground  type  GD  mine,  the  most  difficult  and  dangerous  of  German 
mines  to  render  safe. — Eastern  Daily  Press ,  29 th  April ,  1975.
